Newspapers hold public offi¬ 
cials accountable because it makes 
the place we call home a better 
place to live and because it is the 
right thing to do. 

Newspapers do not make the 
news. 

They report it — all of it. 

Of course, a newspaper wants 
to celebrate its community. 

We share the great human 
interest stories, provide a slice of 
life in the county, highlight worth¬ 
while causes, focus on interesting 
people and most especially on our 
young people with every edition. 

With intelligent, thoughtful, 
compelling commentary, coupled 
with clearly written, straightfor¬ 
ward news reporting we work every 
day to tell the truth and in that way 
we remain a vital and positive part 
of the community. 

The newspaper belongs to the 
community.

As long as people still read, still 
care about their quality of life, still 
love the place they call home and 
still pay taxes, newspapers that 
retain their role as the Fourth 
Estate and that celebrate the lives 
of ordinary people, will remain 
relevant, will matter to the com¬ 
munity and be a part of your every 
day life.

"Horses and Hemorrhoids"

Up until about two years ago, I 
had been able to control mine with 
medication, and personal hygiene.

The doctor’s last comment was 
all I needed. I decided to go home, 
discontinue using the strong medi¬ 
cine, and wait for two months and 
make my final decision. I am happy 
to say that for two whole years, up 
until two weeks ago, I was free of 
the plague. I don’t know if it is 
because of the warm winter and 
early spring we have had, but they 
have returned. I will update you at 
a later time concerning the matter. 

My most vivid memory of hors¬ 
es and hemorrhoids happened 
twenty-five years ago as I was com¬ 
pleting my fifth day ride on the 
Alabama Wagon Train Ride. We 


had completed some 120 miles of 
the 165 mile ride to Montgomery. 
My back, and I might add, my bot¬ 
tom side, had been extended to its 
fullest.

The little town 
was about the size of Falmouth and 
had a few stores and a small Drug 
Store, and was located a mile from 
camp. I realized that I needed med¬ 
ication for both my back and also 
for my bottom, or else I would be 
unable to even think about the next 
day’s ride. 

I unhitched my truck form my 
trailer and motored back to the lit¬ 
tle town in hopes that I would be 
there before they closed for the 
night. My luck held out, and I was 
just entering the door as an old 
white haired druggist, wearing a 
bow-tie, was taking off his little 
white smock to begin closing for 
the day. 

I told him that I needed some 
powerful ointment for my back and 
also some medication for my hem¬ 
orrhoids. The little old fellow was 
very accommodating. He went 
back to his rows of medication and 
handed me two very similar tubes. 
He commented that he thought 
these were the best he had. I paid 
him, thanked him and left. 

When I returned to camp, dark¬ 
ness had set in and there was no 
electricity in camp. I only had a 
flash light and two kerosene lan¬ 
terns. I decided I would check my 
horse, get a bite to eat, try to clean 
up a little and go to bed for the 
night. 

After completing the above, I 
decided to apply the medications to 
my back and bottom before retir¬ 
ing. The labels were clear, but 
somehow because of the dim light I 
suppose I got them mixed up. The 
ointment for my back was very 
soothing but when I made the 
application to my bottom, 
“THERE WAS A HOT TIME IN 
THE OL’ TOWN THAT 
NIGHT!” I retrieved my glasses 
and a flashlight and discovered that 
I had rubbed Preparation H on my 
back and Ben Gay on my hemor¬ 
rhoids. 

From that night to this, I have 
never made that mistake again. 


Mitch McConnell and Ran Paul: 
Kentuckians not buying Obamacare 


On Tuesday, the law we’ve 
come to know as Obamacare offi¬ 
cially went online. The federal gov¬ 
ernment can now force you to buy 
a product it wants you to buy - one 
that will cost more than it ought to. 
And, if you don’t like it, tough; the 
feds will just hit you with punitive 
taxes. 

Gov. Steve Beshear seems to 
think this is a good deal for Ken¬ 
tuckians. He took to the pages of 
The New York Times to sing 
Obamacare’s praises and blast both 
of us for daring to oppose a law 
that so many Kentuckians want to 
see repealed. For those concerned 
about Obamacare, the governor’s 
message was basically this: “Get 
over it.” 

We’re sure that won him some 
applause in Manhattan. But the 
self-congratulatory rhetoric won’t 
do much for families like yours. 
Obamacare might sell in New 
York, but Kentuckians aren’t buy¬ 
ing it. 

Both of us have heard your 
concerns in letters, phone calls and 
countless health care town halls. 
Like you, we understand that for 
many this law is going to mean lost 
health plans, layoffs and smaller 
paychecks. Some have already start¬ 
ed to see the effects. Recall, as just 
one example, the spouses recently 
forced off health plans at some of 
our state’s largest employers. 

And yet, the governor described 
his implementation of Obamacare 


in glowing terms. We heard the 
same kind of spin two years ago 
when he moved Kentucky’s Medic¬ 
aid recipients to a managed care 
system. That was before Kentucki¬ 
ans found out about patients being 
denied treatments or forced to 
travel long distances as a result, or 
about doctors and hospitals left for 
months with unpaid bills. Ken¬ 
tucky’s largest newspaper called the 
rollout “disastrous.” Now, Beshear 
wants to add hundreds of thou¬ 
sands more to this broken system. 
But our state needs an additional 
3,700 doctors just to meet current 
demand, so he seems to be promis¬ 
ing Kentuckians insurance he can’t 
deliver. That’s not right. 

The governor likes to tout his 
so-called discounts for health insur¬ 
ance too. What he won’t tell you is 
that most Kentuckians won’t 
receive them, and that the subsidies 
will be financed by higher taxes and 
cuts to Medicare. 

As for the supposed economic 
benefits of Obamacare, good peo¬ 
ple can debate the numbers he 
cited. But this much is clear: The 
law is imposing nearly two dozen 
new taxes, many of which will 
affect middle-class families. And he 
said almost nothing about the fact 
that Obamacare is actually project¬ 
ed to increase American health 
costs by $621 billion, nor did he 
say much about the negative 
impacts of this law on the busi¬ 
nesses that employ so many Ken¬ 


tuckians and drive our economy. 

The choices for health care cov¬ 
erage in parts of Kentucky will be 
limited to just two companies in 
the individual exchange market. 
This government-issued health care 
plan strips away your freedom to 
choose what plan works best for 
you and your family. 

In short, we agree with Gov. 
Beshear that Kentucky needs health 
reform. But we strongly disagree 
that Obamacare is the answer. As 
so often happens when our friends 
on the left set out to fix a problem, 
their ideas, however well-inten¬ 
tioned, end up hurting the very 
people they sought to help. That’s 
just what we’re seeing with Obam¬ 
acare. 

We think Kentuckians deserve 
the kind of bipartisan, common- 
sense health reform that will actu¬ 
ally lower costs and improve the 
quality of care; in other words, not 
Obamacare. But to get there, we 
need to repeal this partisan mess of 
a law so we can start over with real 
input from the American people 
and members of both parties. 

We hope Gov. Beshear will 
move on from the failure of Obam¬ 
acare - to paraphrase the governor, 
we hope he’ll “get over it” - and 
join Republicans in this effort. 
Because we’d love to hear his bipar¬ 
tisan health ideas, and we’d love to 
include them in actual health 
reform that might actually move 
Kentucky forward. 


Comer tells Conway to stop threatening Ky. farmers

James Comer today stood up to 
Attorney General Jack Conway 
when the commonwealth’s top law 
enforcement official issued an 
opinion stating that Kentucky 
farmers who attempt to grow 
industrial hemp in Kentucky will 
put themselves at risk of arrest and 
prosecution. 

“Jack Conway is wrong to 
threaten to prosecute farmers,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “Hemp 
is legal in Kentucky, and the fed¬ 
eral government has made it clear 
that it is not going to prosecute 
farmers for growing hemp. It 
makes no sense that Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Conway would throw up an 
unnecessary government obstacle 
to an industry that has the poten¬ 
tial to create jobs and revenue for 


KDA attorney Luke Morgan, a 
former Kentucky assistant attorney 
general, uncovered a 2003 federal 
regulation that clarifies that indus¬ 
trial hemp is not marijuana and the 
federal Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration does not have jurisdiction 
over hemp. This past summer, the 
U.S. Department of Justice 
announced that it would respect 
state laws governing marijuana 
production in states where it is 
legal and where regulations govern¬ 
ing its production and sale are in 
place. Commissioner Comer, who 
is leading the charge to restore 
industrial hemp production to 
Kentucky, has asserted that the 
DOJ decision strengthens his posi¬ 
tion that Kentucky should move 
forward on industrial hemp pro- 


The Kentucky Industrial Hemp 
Commission directed the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agriculture 
to draft regulations for hemp pro¬ 
duction. Commissioner Comer 
and U.S. Sen. Rand Paul are writ¬ 
ing a letter informing the federal 
government that Kentucky will go 
forward with licensing and register¬ 
ing farmers to grow hemp. 

“I’m disappointed to see that 
Attorney General Conway has cho¬ 
sen to play politics with this issue,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “We 
should be doing everything we can 
to create new sources of revenue for 
Kentucky farmers and new jobs for 
Kentuckians who need work. I call 
on Attorney General Conway to 
stop threatening Kentucky farm¬ 
ers.”

Bluegrass Pipeline marketing in full swing 


Dear Editor, 

I was saddened and also 
amused by the full page ad run by 
Williams et al about the incredible 
benefits that will accrue to all Ken¬ 
tuckians if we just trust them and 
let them run their pipeline through 
our farms and beneath the rivers 
that supply our drinking water. 
Let's take their rosy picture of life 
with the Bluegrass Pipeline and 
dismantle it point by point. 

They tell us the pipeline will 
create an economic boom and give 
us "energy independence." Many 
of the gases running through their 
pipeline are used in plastics pro¬ 
duction, and most of these plastics 
are projected to be sold overseas, 
where they can be turned into 
cheap products that are then sold 
back to us, adding to the trade 
deficit. The natural gas is not 
found in Kentucky, nor can we 
"tap in" to the pipeline for natural 
gas in mixed in with three or four 
other types of gases. Kentucky is 
just a conduit for their product. As 
for the jobs claim, in all of their 
previous projects, the companies 


have used their own teams to per¬ 
form up to eighty percent of the 
work, which is temporary in 
nature. I read one article that 
claimed there would be two per¬ 
manent jobs created in Kentucky! 
The tax revenue they claim will 
result in the amount to be collect¬ 
ed over a ten-year period, not each 
year, as they imply. Further, since 
the properties the pipelines run 
through will now be worth less, 
those owners will be paying tax, 
which means the overall amount 
collected may actually be lower 
overall. 

As for their safety record, I 
don't have space here to cover 
their number of safety violations 
and accidents, one of which, in 
2013, resulted in two deaths and 
massive damage to property, not to 
mention pollution to waterways 
and air. There are 19 known safety 
and business practices violations 
against Williams between 2002 
and 2013. I wouldn't call this a 
great safety record, by any stan¬ 
dards. When there is a leak, these 
gases are highly flammable and 
invisible, so they can go undetect¬ 


ed until they become serious. The 
mostly rural areas the pipeline will 
run through are ill-equipped to 
handle these of emergencies, since 
they are mostly served by volun¬ 
teer emergency personnel 
untrained in dealing with this type 
of disaster. 

Lastly, the reason they want 
pipelines to run all over the county 
is to save them money. They have 
always transported their product 
via rail (whose safety record is bet¬ 
ter than they suggest, and when a 
rail car does de-rail, at least it is 
visible and help reach the spill 
faster). The companies would 
rather build a one-time expense 
pipeline, which involves virtually 
no permanent personnel, than pay 
the railroads multiple times to 
transport their product. 

Ignore the companies' propa¬ 
ganda. Think long term: what's 
more important, a small number 
of temporary jobs and a few bucks 
in the public till, or the safety of 
our citizens and the quality and 
beauty of our land, water and air?

Tips for accessing call center 

In particular, thousands of 
Kentuckians are using the kynect 
call center for immediate trouble¬ 
shooting as well as general ques¬ 
tions about the Affordable Care 
Act. The call center, which has 
managed more than 25,000 calls 
since open enrollment, offered 
callers additional tips for a shorter 
call time: 

• Early afternoon tends to 
have a slightly shorter wait time. 

• If hold time exceeds five 
minutes, an automated prompt 
will come online asking if you 
would like to leave a call back 
number; do that and a customer 
service representative will return 
your call. 

• If you are online and encoun¬ 
ter a problem, you may send an 
email to the call center informing 
them of your issue, and again, a 
customer service representative 
will respond to that help request 
in a timely manner. 

Kentuckians can visit kynect. 
ky.gov to comparison shop for 


health insurance products. Kynect 
will help uninsured residents get 
coverage through private insur¬ 
ance plans or Medicaid, as well as 
the Kentucky Children’s Health 
Insurance Program (KCHIP). 

During the six-month open 
enrollment period, Kentuckians 
will be able to compare and select 
health insurance plans and dis¬ 
cover if they qualify for programs 
like Medicaid by using the kynect 
website, calling the toll-free con¬ 
tact center, filling out a mail-in 
application or by visiting a kynec- 
tor or insurance agent in their 
community. 

Kentucky has 640,000 unin¬ 
sured residents - 92 percent of 
them will qualify for Medicaid or 
will qualify for financial assistance 
to help cover a portion of their 
healthcare costs.

Dramatic decrease in percentage of Kentucky 
teens illegally using prescription drugs 


The percentage of Kentucky 
teens using prescription drugs for 
off-label purposes has dropped 
dramatically over the past four 
years, a new survey has found. 

The 2012 Kentucky Incentives 
for Prevention (KIP) School Sur¬ 
vey found that use of prescription 
drugs without a doctor’s specific 
direction to do so has decreased 
steadily among sixth, eighth, tenth 
and 12th graders since 2004. The 
declines have been the most sig¬ 
nificant since 2008, when the 
Commonwealth intensified its 
efforts to combat prescription 
drug abuse. 

“Education works,” said Gov¬ 
ernor Steve Beshear. “Our public 
health and law enforcement com¬ 
munities have worked tirelessly to 
educate the public about the dan¬ 
gers of using prescriptions outside 
of a doctor’s care. And this report 
shows that when people have the 
correct information, they make 
better choices.” 

According to the survey, nine 
percent of 12th-graders reported 
using prescription drugs without a 
doctor telling them to do so in 
2012, down from 15.2 percent in 
2008. For 1 Oth-graders, the per¬ 
centage was 7.6 percent in 2012, 
versus 14.1 percent in 2008. 

Off-label use among younger 
students declined as well. Among 
eighth-graders, usage dropped to 


2.9 percent in 2012 compared to 
6.5 percent in 2008. And fewer 
than one percent of sixth-graders 
reported using the medications 
without a doctor’s direction in 
2012, versus two percent who said 
they had in 2008. 

“In the Attorney General’s 
Office, we launched an education 
campaign for Kentucky middle 
and high school students to edu¬ 
cate them about the dangers of 
prescription drug abuse,” Attor¬ 
ney General Jack Conway said. 
“To date, we’ve presented our 
message to more than 25,000 par¬ 
ents, teachers and students. Our 
efforts, in conjunction with the 
Kentucky Office of Drug Control 
Policy, are paying dividends and 
saving lives. I’m proud of our 
coordinated effort to protect Ken¬ 
tucky kids.” 

“The perception of risk is 
always a key factor in the abuse of 
substances,” said Van Ingram, 
executive director for the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Drug Control 
Policy. “I believe Kentucky teens 
are now recognizing the risk of 
abusing prescription drugs.” 

Additionally, the report found 
that nearly every other area sur¬ 
veyed - including alcohol, tobac¬ 
co, Oxycontin, cocaine and hard 
drug usage — had declined between 
2008 and 2012. 

Marijuana usage, however, 


remained the same or ticked up 
slightly among teens during that 
same time period. 

The KIP survey is implement¬ 
ed by the Division of Behavioral 
Health and measures drug use, 
school safety issues and gambling. 
One hundred and fifty three out 
of 174 school districts participate 
in the survey. In 2012, 122,718 
students participated. 

“This is really good news,” said 
Connie Smith, manager of the 
Substance Abuse Prevention 
Branch of the Division of Behav¬ 
ioral Health. “Over the last four 
years we have significantly stepped 
our efforts to address Prescription 
Drug Abuse. All of our Regional 
Prevention Centers have been 
working very hard with their local 
coalitions to plan and implement 
effective programs to reduce illegal 
use of prescription drugs among 
youth. Through their efforts we 
have been able to install 42 addi¬ 
tional permanent prescription 
drug drop boxes throughout the 
state. They have also been instru¬ 
mental in raising awareness about 
the dangers of prescription drugs 
and how to properly store and 
dispose of them.”

Recognizing the 
signs of problem 
drinking 

While there has been grow¬ 
ing attention in recent years to 
issues such as under-age drink¬ 
ing, college binge drinking and 
drunk driving incidents, for 
many of us there may be real 
issues related to alcohol con¬ 
sumption that are more personal 
and closer to home. 

Yet most of us have little 
awareness of the signs that point 
to problem drinking, or what to 
do when such signs begin to 
appear. Problem drinking, even 
when it doesn't involve driving 
incidents (though, unfortunate¬ 
ly, it often does), can affect fam¬ 
ily life, work performance and a 
variety of other important per¬ 
sonal relationships. It can be a 
major factor that leads to divorce 
or even life-threatening inci¬ 
dents. 

How to tell if alcohol has 
become a problem for you? It 
isn't always an easy question to 
answer if you consider yourself 
just a social drinker. But try ask¬ 
ing yourself the following ques¬ 
tions: 

• Have you ever awoken in 
the morning and found you 
can't remember parts of the pre¬ 
vious evening? 

• Have people close to you 
complained about your drink- 
ing? 

• Do you find it difficult to 
stop after one or two drinks? 

• Have you lost friends 
because of your drinking? 

• Has drinking begun to 
cause problems between you 
and your family? 

• Has alcohol gotten you 
into trouble at work or school? 

• Do you get into physical 
fights when you drink? 

• Have you lost a job because 
of drinking? 

• Has drinking caused you to 
neglect family, work or other 
obligations? 

• Have you heard voices or 
seen things not really there after 
heavy drinking? 

A "yes" answer to any of 
these questions is a clear indica¬ 
tion that you should seek a pro¬ 
fessional evaluation. A profes¬ 
sional counselor can provide 
such an evaluation. Many coun¬ 
selors specialize in assessing and 
treating problem drinking. 

Your local mental health cen¬ 
ter or hospital should be able to 
provide a list of such counselors. 
Or check your local yellow pages 
or online for professional coun¬ 
selors certified in addiction 
counseling. 

It can be a big and difficult 
step to recognize that you may 
have a drinking problem. And it 
takes strength to take action to 
deal with the problem. When 
problem drinking is recognized 
early, and professional assistance 
is sought, it can usually be treat¬ 
ed successfully. But when prob¬ 
lem drinking is ignored, the 
outcome is almost always going 
to be the painful consequences 
that come with excessive drink¬ 
ing;

Celebrating Columbus Day October 14 


Let your boss know you 
like 'em or not! 


Many countries in the New 
World and elsewhere celebrate 
the anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus' arrival in the Ameri¬ 
cas, which happened on October 
12, 1492, as an official holiday. 
Columbus Day first became an 
official state holiday in Colorado 
in 1906, and became a federal 
holiday in the United States in 
1937, though people have cele¬ 
brated Columbus' voyage since 
the colonial period. 

In 1792, New York City and 
other U.S. cities celebrated the 
300th anniversary of his landing 
in the New World. President 
Benjamin Harrison called upon 
the people of the United States to 
celebrate Columbus Day on the 
400th anniversary of the event. 
During the four hundredth anni¬ 
versary in 1892, teachers, preach¬ 
ers, poets and politicians used 
Columbus Day rituals to teach 
ideals of patriotism. These patri¬ 
otic rituals were framed around 
themes such as support for war, 
citizenship boundaries, the 


importance of loyalty to the 
nation, and celebrating social 
progress 

Catholic immigration in the 
mid-19th century induced dis¬ 
crimination from anti-immigrant 
activists. Like many other immi¬ 
grant communities, Catholics 
developed organizations to fight 
discrimination and provide insur¬ 
ance for the struggling immi¬ 
grants. The predominately-Irish 
immigrants who organized them¬ 
selves as the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus, chose that name in part 
because it saw Christopher 
Columbus as a fitting symbol of 
Catholic immigrants' right to 
citizenship: one of their own, a 
fellow Catholic, had discovered 
America. 

Many Italian-Americans 
observe Columbus Day as a cele¬ 
bration of their heritage, the first 
occasion being in New York City 
on October 12, 1866. Columbus 
Day was first enshrined as a legal 
holiday in the United States 
through the lobbying of Angelo 


Noce, a first generation Italian, in 
Denver. The first statewide 
Columbus Day holiday was pro¬ 
claimed by Colorado governor 
Jesse F. McDonald in 1903, and 
it was made a statutory holiday in 
1907. In April 1934, as a result of 
lobbying by the Knights of 
Columbus, Congress and Presi¬ 
dent Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
made October 12 a federal holi¬ 
day under the name Columbus 
Day. 

Since 1970, the holiday has 
been fixed to the second Monday 
in October, coincidentally the 
same day as Thanksgiving in 
neighboring Canada (which was 
fixed to that date in 1959) (note 
that October 12, 1970, was a 
Monday). It is generally observed 
nowadays by banks, the bond 
market, the U.S. Postal Service, 
other federal agencies, most state 
government offices, many busi¬ 
nesses, and most school districts. 
Some businesses and some stock 
exchanges remain open, also 
some states and municipalities 


abstain from observing the holi¬ 
day. The traditional date of the 
holiday also adjoins the anniver¬ 
sary of the United States Navy 
(founded October 13, 1775), and 
thus both occasions are customar¬ 
ily observed by the Navy (and 
usually the Marine Corps as well) 
with either a 72 or 96-hour lib¬ 
erty period 

Opposition to Columbus Day 
dates to at least the 19th century 
where activists had sought to 
eradicate Columbus Day celebra¬ 
tions because of its association 
with immigrants and the Knights 
of Columbus. They were afraid it 
was being used to expand Catho¬ 
lic influence. By far the more 
common opposition today, decry¬ 
ing Columbus's and Europeans' 
actions against the indigenous 
populations of the Americas, did 
not gain much traction until the 
latter half of the 20th century. 
This opposition has been spear¬ 
headed by indigenous groups, 
though it has spread into the 
mainstream. 


Do you like your boss? If so, 
this is your opportunity to let 
them know. Boss's Day is a secu¬ 
lar holiday celebrated on October 
16 in the United States and Can¬ 
ada. It has traditionally been a 
day for employees to thank their 
bosses for being kind and fair 
throughout the year. 

Patricia Bays Haroski regis¬ 
tered "National Boss's Day" with 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
in 1958. She was working as a 
secretary for State Farm Insur¬ 
ance Company in Deerfield, Illi¬ 
nois at the time and chose Octo¬ 
ber 8 because she forgot that the 
birthday of her boss, who was her 


father, was actually on the 16th. 
Four years later, in 1962, Illinois 
Governor Otto Kerner backed 
Haroski's registration and offi¬ 
cially proclaimed the day. 

Hallmark Cards did not offer 
a Boss's Day card for sale until 
1979. It increased the size of its 
National Boss's Day line by 28 
percent in 2007. 

National Boss's Day has 
become an international celebra¬ 
tion in recent years and now is 
observed in countries such as 
Australia, India, South Africa, 
Ireland, and Egypt (who cele¬ 
brates their equivalent holliday 
on December 10).

We appreciate all 
the support and encouragement 
that was given by being there for 
these three young people taking 
such a wonderful step in life.

Lunch was served to everyone 


afterwards. We served 17 tables of 
people.

Plan may help with repaying federal student loans 


Kentuckians who are having trouble repaying 
their federal student loans may want to check into 
the Pay As You Earn plan, according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance Authority (KHEAA). 

The Pay As You Earn plan generally has the low¬ 
est monthly payments of all the repayment plans 
offered by the U.S. Department of Education (ED). 
It can be used by borrowers who have what ED calls 
a partial financial hardship. That means that the 
amount borrowers would pay under the standard 
10-year repayment program is higher than what the 
borrower would pay under the Pay As You Earn 
plan. 

Not everyone will qualify. Only three types of 
federal student loans are eligible: 

• Federal Direct Stafford Loans. 

• Federal Direct PLUS Loans made to graduate 
or professional students. 


• Federal Direct Consolidation Loans that do not 
include a Federal PLUS Loan made to a parent. 

In addition, borrowers must have received one of 
those loans after Sept. 30, 2011. Borrowers who are 
repaying loans received before Oct. 1, 2007, are not 
eligible. 

Loans received through the Federal Family Edu¬ 
cation Loan Program cannot be repaid under the Pay 
As You Earn plan. However, they will be used to 
decide if borrowers have a partial financial hardship. 

Borrowers who make 20 years of payments under 
the Pay As You Earn plan will have the rest of their 
eligible loans forgiven. They may be required to pay 
taxes on the amount that is forgiven.

Financial aid has 
its own language 

As high school seniors and their 
parents begin the college financial 
aid process, they may find them¬ 
selves faced with unfamiliar terms. 
This short glossary from the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) may help. 

• Conversion scholarship/ 
loan. This type of financial aid 
requires recipients to provide cer¬ 
tain services or pay back the funds 
with interest. 

• Expected family contribu¬ 
tion (EFC) . This is the amount the 
student and family are expected to 
pay toward yearly college costs. 

• FAFSA. The Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid is the form 
all students must complete when 
applying for federal and state stu¬ 
dent aid. The best way to file is 
online. 

• Financial need. This term 
refers to the difference between the 
student’s EFC and the total cost of 
attending a college. 

• Grant. Grants are usually 
based on financial need and gener¬ 
ally do not have to be repaid. 

• Institutional aid. This term 
refers to the scholarships, grants 
and other financial aid programs 
provided by the college. 

• Need analysis. The answers 
provided on the FAFSA are ana¬ 
lyzed to determine a student’s EFC 
and financial need. 

• Student Aid Report (SAR). 
This report is based on the infor¬ 
mation provided on the FAFSA 
and lets students know their EFC 
and eligibility for aid. 

• Waiver. A waiver lets a stu¬ 
dent attend college without having 
to pay tuition and certain fees. 

KHEAA is the state agency that 
administers Kentucky’s student aid 
programs, including the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence Scholarship

• Research the company. Look 
for full contact information on the 
seller’s web site, including a phone 
number, e-mail address, and a 
street address. Always check out 
the company on www.bbb.org 
before doing business. 

• Read all terms and condi¬ 
tions carefully before you buy. 
Know the refund policy. Some 
stores may have time limits for 
returns and may not allow refunds 
for seasonal merchandise such as 
Halloween costumes. Others may 
only provide store credit for 
returns. 

• Ask how long a store will 
operate. If you’re buying from a 
seasonal store, ask them whether 
they will be open after the holiday 
and whether they will accept 
returns when the season is over. 
Remember that seasonal and tem¬ 
porary stores have the same 
responsibilities as those who serve 
shoppers year round: they must 


display their refund and return 
policies prominently. 

• Read the fine print when 
renting a costume. Understand the 
liabilities if something happens to 
the costume, if it must be cleaned 
before return, etc. 

Pay by credit card. If something 
goes wrong, you may be able to 
dispute the charges with your 
credit card company. 

• Guard your personal infor¬ 
mation. If you are buying a cos¬ 
tume online, only provide your 
credit card information in a secure 
environment. Look for the prefix 


“https://” in the URL box which 
lists the website’s address to be 
sure that the site you are using is 
secure. 

• Keep documentation. Save 
copies of the order confirmation 
and receipts. 

• Examine your costume as 
soon as it arrives. If it doesn’t fit, 
or isn’t what you ordered, contact 
the seller as soon as possible. 

If you’re not satisfied with your 
purchase and have already con¬ 
tacted the company, you may file a 
complaint with the BBB at www. 
bbb.org or call 1-800-388-2222.
